Ehrhart was a member of the Volunteer fire department 
here, and also a member of the Lake County Firemen 
Water Fighters Association; a former member. of the 
Gurnee Fire Department and also former Lake County 
Deputy Coroner. 

HE WAS BORN on May 24, 1930 in Aurora, and has lived 
in Antioch 10 years. He was a member of the Faith 
Evangelical Lutheran Church; a long-time employee of 
the Post Office and was postmaster in Antioch for the past 
year. . 

He also was a member of the Antioch Rotary Club. 
; Mr. Ehrhart is survived by his widow, Joyce; one son, 
Charles, of Wauwatosa, Wis.; two daughters, Mrs. Sue 
(Tom) Runyard of Antioch, and Judy Ehrhart of West 
Allis, Wis.; two step-daughters, Marilyn and Mary Ann 
Moran at home; his father, Roman Ehrhart of 
kansasville, Wis.;. two brothers, Alan of Leland, HI. and 
Kenneth of Kansasville; three sisters, Mrs. Lois (Paul)

That meeting was called after Meyer made allegations 
regarding the relationships between himself and the 
district's seven-member school board.

It was learned that some of the school board members 
also had complaints to make about Meyer after they 
heard the charges he presented to Thompson. 

Thompson said after the meeting that the rules of 
"school. governance" say the board shall delegate all 
executive functions to the district superintendent. 

"Apparently, Henry feels the board members have been

For one who is used to the niceties 
of language that the craft of diplo- 
macy requires, Henry Kissinger had 
some blunt words for American 
businessmen the other day. 

Addressing a seminar sponsored by 
Georgetown University, he said that 
business shortsightedness often works 
against the best interests of business. 

Though I have often found myself 



in disagreement with the former 
Secretary of State, I think he is right 
on target this time. The current 
lemming-like rush by business to 
remove all trade barriers with Cuba is 
a good example. 

Already, many executives from 
major American companies have 
made pilgrimages to Havana in anti- 
cipation of trade and profit. Cuba 
Chic has replaced Peking Chic, it 
seems, and American businessmen 
are in the vanguard of the procession.

Rescue Squad and Mr. Ehrhart was a member of our 
volunteer fire department. 

those fine groups, along with the families and many 
friends of Herman and Gerry, were saddened by the loss 
of two men. who, unselfishly, had earned the respect of 
everyone who knew them. 

REV. PHILIP LAURIN pointed out that some men 
enrich themselves, and are admired and respected, but 
Herman Holbek "enriched others, and for that we not only 
admired and respected him, but we lovedjiim ." 

In the early days" of the rescue squad, when someone 
needed help, Herman and his partners were there. They 
purchased the gas out of their own pockets. Without 
today's modern training, they simply started out by 
helping the best they could. The result of their many years 
of answering calls is that Antioch now has one of the best 
rescue squads in the state. 

THE FUNERAL PROCESSION wetrt out of its way last 
Thursday. With a rescue squad truck serving as a hearse, 
the pallbearers got in, too ...'instead of riding in their 
special car. 

"We always rode with Herman before," one said, "and 
we're going to do it today." 

The procession turned off Main Street to go past the 
rescue squad building and, as the truck passed by, the 
familiar siren pierced the air. 

Herman Holbek was answering his last call, and a lot of 
eyes were filled with tears.' 

GERRY EHRHART WAS TAKEN from his family and 
the rest of us too soon. 

He was 47 and had been named Antjoch's postmaster 
only a year ago ... a fine tribute to his career. 

As one of his fellow firemen said : 

"I don't know anybody who didn't like Gerry. I don't 
think he had an enemy in the world."

Antioch Community High School has not been able to 
find a teacher to replace Norman Craig in teaching of 
electricity and electronics and at present has no prospects 
in view, says Superintendent Albert Dtttman.

Ameri- 
can Association of -Ophthal- 
mology, some.; 94 million 
Americans/ wear some form 
of corrective lenses. About 
2.4 percent of these people, 
mainly young adults between 
the ages of 17 and 24, wear 
contact lenses. 

If you are considering con- 
tact lenses, here are some 
questions people often ask: 

. • ." ■ • • 
Q. Can everyone wear con- 
tact lenses? 

A. No, says the American 
Association of Ophthalmol- 
ogy, there are certain condi- 
tions which make the wear- 
ing of contact lenses inadvis- 
able. Examples are chronic 
inflammations, infection or 
allergy affecting the eyes. 

Some persons suffer from . 
chronic dryness of the eyes 
due to a deficiency of tears; 
this may make it impossible 
for them to tolerate contact 
lenses. A person who cannot 
-manipulate small objects 
with ease because of arthritis 
is also not a proper candidate 
for contact lenses. 

Q. For whom are contacts 
particularly suitable? 

A. The Association says they 
are a boon to persons who 
need glasses to correct visual 
defects but who find conven- 
tional spectacles a handicap 
in their occupations— enter- 
tainers, athletes, persons 
working out-of-doors, espe- 
cially in rainy climates. 

Teenagers who, for rea- 
sons of vanity, resist wearing 
spectacles are often good 
candidates for contacts. Per- 
sons who have had cataract 
surgery may avoid having to 
-wear thick glasses and may 
enjoy a better quality of vi- 
sion with contact lenses. 

Q. Are there advantages 
other than cosmetic of con- 
- tact lenses over spectacle 
lenses? 

A. Yes. Peripheral vision is 
improved, and certain cor- 
neal conditions which pre- 
vent good vision with con- 
ventional spectacles may be 
improved with contact lenses, 

Q. How does a person know 
whether or not he can wear 
'contacts? 



A. He can expect reliable ad- j 
vice from his ophthalmolo- 
gist, a physician who special- 
izes in -the diagnosis and - 
treatment of disorders of the 
eye,__ The ophthalmologist 
can determine whether con- 
tact tenses are appropriate 
and will prescribe the exact 
type of lens that the individ- 
ual requires; 
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Q. Is ft uncomfortable to 
■ wear contacts? / 
A. Generally, no. There may ' 
be some slight transient dis- 
comfort during the initial ad- 
justment period. Once you 
have made the adjustment, 
you are not usually aware of 
the presence of the lenses on 
the surface of your eyes. You 
may experience discomfort if 
a bit of foreign matter gets 
into your eye and lodges be- 
hind the lens. After the lens 
is removed and the debris 
eliminated, the discomfort 
subsides promptly. 

Q. Is It safe to wear contact 
lenses? 

A. Yes. It is very uncommon 
for contact lenses, properly 
prescribed and worn as di- 
rected, to cause any damage 
to the eye. Since they are 
made of plastic, they are un- 
breakable. 

A. few safeguards should 
be observed. For example, if 
your lens should become dis- 
lodged or lost while you are 
driving, a serious hazard 
could result; persons who do 
a lot of driving are advised to 
carry a spare set of lenses. . 

If you have an illness 
which might cause you to 

lose consciousness at times 
(diabetes, epilepsy, etc.), you 
should wear a medical infor- 
mation bracelet which, along 
with other vital information, 



records the fact that you are; 
wearing contact lenses. In an 
emergency, the person pro- 
viding medical care would be 
alerted to remove the lenses . 

Q. Should contact lenses be 
worn all the time? 

A. No. They can usually be 
worn comfortably and safely 
for 10-14 hours a day. Ini- 
tially, though, yoii will be in- . 
strutted to build up ' your 
wearing time gradually. 

They should riot, be worn, 
while you are swimming, 
since they can be easily washed 
away. There is some risk,. • * 
too, that they may be dis- 
lodged during participation 
in body-contact sports. They 
should never be worn during 
sleep. The natural blink re- 
flex keeps fluid circulating 
under the lens; this is neces- 
sary to the metabolism of the 
cornea. Normal fluid circula- 
tion ceases when the. patient 
sleeps with his contact lenses 
in place. 

Q. What is the secret of the 
successful use of contacts? 

A. Persons who try to wear 
contacts and fail experience 
their greatest difficulty dur- 
ing the early weeks, when 
they are trying to get used to 
the' new device. The person 
who is highly motivated to 
"make it" and who can curb 
his impatience is likely to 
master the technique. , 

Proper care of the lenses is 
also an important factor. 
The plastic lens should not be 
handled casually or careless- 
ly. It should be protected 
from scratches. It should 
never be inserted dry nor 
should it be contaminated by 
dirty fingers or by any other 
substances which might irri- 
tate the eye.

annually between the U.S. and Cuba, 
these executives are anxious to have 
our government make the necessary 
accommodations so that trade can 
begin. 

So far, the Carter administration is 
showing every sign of complying, 

even to the point of ignoring Cuba in 
its campaign for human rights. 

There are several facts worth con- 
sidering, though, before this process 
goes any further. For one thing, the 
Soviet Union currently provides Cuba 
with $3 million in aid every day! 
Some U.S. businessmen argue that 
trade with us will induce Cuba to put 
some distance between itself and the 
Soviet Union. That's problematic at 
best. What it certainly would do is 
lessen the burden on Moscow's 
shoulders, enabling it to divert some 
of those funds elsewhere for m\$- 
chief-making. Nor is there much 
reason to believe that Cuba will 
moderate its anti-American propa- 
ganda, given Fidel Castro's nearly 
lifelong hatred of the Yanquis. 

Another fact: At the height of the 
Angolan conflict, Cuba had 13,000 
troops involved, If U.S. -Cuba trade 
resumes, A what is to prevent U.S. 
equipment and technology from 
assisting future Third World expe- 
ditions by the Cuban foreign legion? 
By buoying up the Cuban economy; 
American businessmen might very
